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Gravity Takes Over 
Astronauts Hearing Moon

astronauts, their commander a 
newly qualified space plumber, 
sped into the grasp of lunar 
gravity today, ready to fire into 
moon orbit with a new engine- 
firing technique that will require 
split-second manual control. 


Astronaut David R. Scott used 


a wrench Wednesday night to 
stop a leak in the command 
ship's water supply and for a 


while after the mop-up, the 
cabin looked like a laundry room 
filled with drying towels. 


The new firing procedure is 


necessary to by-pass a short 
circuit that developed in the 
engine system shortly 
after 


Scott, James B. Irwin and 
Alfred M. Worden were laun- 
ched 
from 
Cape Kennedy 


Monday on their moon-landing 
expedition. 


Astronaut Richard Gordon, 


commander of the Apollo 15 
backup crew, worked out the 


technique in a computer-driven 
simulator here and passed up 
instructions to Apollo 15 Wed- 
nesday night. 


First trial of the procedure is 


set for 4:05 p.m. EDT today 
when Apollo 15 sweeps behind 
the backside of the moon and 
fires into orbit about 70 miles 
above the surface. 


The short is in one of two 


electrical circuits which the 
astronauts can use to trigger the 
20,500-pound thrust engine on 
their command ship Endeavour.

Day By Day And Leak By Leak 
War In Laos More Hard To Hide

WASHINGTON (AP) — Day 


by day and leak by leak, the 
secret war in Laos is becoming 
more and more difficult to hide. 


Successive 
administrations, 


Democratic and Republican, 
have refused to discuss the 
extent of U. S. involvement in 
Laos, a small, landlocked and 
officially neutral country whose 
borders touch China, North and 
South Vietnam, Cambodia, 
Thailand and Burma. 


The question is not whether 


the United States provides 
military and economic aid to the 
neutralist government of Laos, 
but whether Americans 
are 


actually engaged in fighting. 


The official response, as 


enunciated by President Nixon 
when asked during a Sept. 26 
1969, news conference about 
American involvement in the 
war, 
is: "There are no 


American combat forces in 
Laos." 


A year later, an Associated 


Press dispatch 
from Saigon 


quoted a military source as 


saying casualties for U. S. 
Special Forces troops in Laos 
were 1 or 2 killed and 3 to 10 
wounded each month. 


Asked about the figures, a U. 


S. command spokesman in 
Saigon said, "There are no U. S 
combat troops in Laos." 


Slowly, over a long series of 


hearings, the Senate Foreign 
Relations 
Committee 
has 


disclosed some of the U S. in- 
volvement in Laos Other in- 
formation has come from such 
sources as the Pentagon papers, 
present and former government 
officials, and field dispatches. 


Among the disclosures: 
— There are 4,800 Thai troops 


led by a Thai general and 
supported entirely by U. S funds 
fighting in Laos despite an act of 
Congress prohibiting support of 
mercenaries. 


— Cambodian troops, trained 


by the U. S. Central Intelligence 
Agency have been fighting in 
Laos. Forty Cambodians were 
killed and an undisclosed 
number wounded in recent 
heavy fighting for the Bolovens 
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It

mechanism on one bank has 
been armed and that the use of a 
computer to fire the engine 
might ignite it prematurely.

Blamed For Blazes 


More than 2,000 acres of grass 


and grain has gone up in smoke 
since the present fire season 
began in Tehama and Glenn 
Counties. 


According to Ira Townsend, 


Div. of Forestry fire prevention 
officer, the estimated loss is 
$14,592. 


Of that, Townsend said $9,324 


was logged in the loss column 
within the last week. 


Harvesters were responsible 


for starting all three of the fires. 


In one case it was found that a 


spark arrester had not been 
maintained. In another case a 
gunny sack which was being 
used as part of an air cleaner 
caught fire. In the third case, the 
harvester involved was believed 
to have had chaff build up on the 
engine manifold catch fire, and 
blow off into the grain, causing a 
wildfire. 


Townsend advised that there 


are specific laws regarding the 
use of harvesters. 


The Health and Safety Code 


requires a four gallon backpump 
extinguisher to be maintained in 
good working order on each 
harvester 


The code also requires a spark 


arrester on every harvester 
harvesting 
grain. 
A 
spark 


arrester is a metal device that 
will remove carbon particles 
larger than 0.0232 of an inch 
from the exhaust flow of an 
engine. It further says that it 
must have some type of clean- 
out without the arrestor being 
removed from the engine. 


Townsend 
admits 
that 


preventing all fires from har- 
vesters is almost impossible. 
However, if harvester owners 
and operators would maintain 
their spark arrestors according 
to 
manufacturer's 
specifi- 


cations, checked back-pumps 
daily and maintained them in 
working order, and kept their 
harvesters free 
from 
chaff 


buildup, amount of fires and the 
amount of damage would be 
lowered.

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Hope Growing For 
Welfare Agreement

SACRAMENTO (AP) — Hope 


for bipartisan agreement on a 
massive overhaul of California's 
welfare system grew by the hour 
today as Gov. Reagan and 
legislative leaders entered their 
fourth day 
of face-to-face 


negotiations. 


But the legislature's hopes for 


a summer vacation recess 
scheduled to start this Saturday 
have been all but shattered by 
the unprecedented marathon 
negotiations. 


Reagan and the six legislative 


conferees — four Democrats 
and two Republicans — all 
predicted final agreement would 
be reached sometime today on a 
compromise welfare reform 
plan that would save Califor- 
nians over $125 million a year in 


state and county taxes. 


However, the lawmakers said 


it is doubtful all of the paper- 
work for the massive reform 
plan could be completed before 
Friday, or possibly even next 
Monday. They said there are 
more than 100 separate items in 
the plan. 


And once the paperwork is 


complete, the reform bill must 
be approved by two Assem- 
bly 
committees and the full 


Assembly and Senate before it 
can be returned to Reagan to be 
signed into law. 


Reagan earlier this month 


threatened to call a special 
legislative session to cancel the 
planned three-week recess by 
the legislators if they went on 
vacation without 
resolving

Sleeping Sickness 
Mosquito Reported 
Out Off Control 


BERKELEY (AP) — A type 


of mosquito which can infect 
humans with deadly sleeping 
sickness is reported out of 
control in California because it 
has developed immunity to all 
known pesticides. 


Representatives of the state's 


health and agricultural agencies 
met Wednesday to seek new 
ways to control Culex tarsalis 
mosquitoes. 


Richard F. Peters, director of 


mosquito abatement for the 
California Depatment of Public 
Health, said that after a quarter- 
century of using increasingly 
potent pesticides, the chemicals 
are no longer effective and the 
insects are multiplying rapidly, 
especially 
in 
the 
state's 


irrigated, agriculturally rich 
valleys. 


The mosquito can carry 


Venezuelan 
equine 
en- 


cephalomyelitis (VEE), which 
is sweeping Mexico and Texas, 
and other variety of sleeping 
sickness often fatal to humans, 
Peters said. 


"There is a mosquito crisis in 


the 
San 
Joaquin 
and 


Sacramento valleys," he said. 
"We have a mosquito explosion 
in these areas and it is likely to 
spread to other parts of the 
state. We are greatly con- 
cerned." 


The meeting dealt first with 


the threat of VEE to horses, 
where it is fatal about 60 per 
cent of the time. It affects 
humans 
less 
severely, 


somewhat like influenza. Plans 
were made to organize "an 
army of veterinarians" to im- 
munize all of the state's 400,000 
horses.

Medi-Cal System 
Decision Postponed 
By Committee 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — The 


Senate Health and Welfare 
Committee has postponed a 
decision on a bill to overhaul the 
$1.8 billion Medi-Cal system 
after a string of doctors, 
druggists and county officials 
condemned the measure as 
expensive and harmful. 


Assemblyman William 


Campbell, R-Hacienda Heights, 
said Wednesday he would press 
for a special meeting of the 
committee today for a vote on 
his bill but committee members 
said they weren't in that big a 
hurry. 


Campbell said his bill would 


save the state $124 million 
during the current fiscal year by 
limiting doctor visits and 
prescriptions to two each during 
any month. 


Medi-Cal recipients would pay 


$1 for each visit and 50 cents 
toward 
the 
cost 
of 
each 


prescription. Total Medi-Cal 
coverage would extend to 
another 800,000 persons bringing 
the total to 3.3 million. 


Dr. Joseph Boyle of the 


California Medical Association 
said Campbell's bill would 
produce "a sub-optimal level of 
care for those who need it most. 
It is bad legislation and will not 
save money." 
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Food 
Prices 
Climb 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 


Higher prices paid farmers for 
key products were the main 
reason for a rise in consumer 
food costs last month, the 
Agriculture 
Department 


reported today. 


Cost of a selected "market 


basket" list of food rose 0.7 per 
cent in June, including retail 
price increases for beef, pork, 
frying chickens and fresh fruit. 
But farmers' share of the food 
dollar dropped from the June 
1970 level. 


The farm value of the basket 


of food rose 1.6 per cent from 
May, while middlemen collected 
only 0.1 per cent more, their 
lowest rise in four months. Over 
the long haul, however, rising 
middleman costs have been the 
larger factor in consumer food 
price increases. 


On an annua1. basis, the entire 


market basket in June cost 
consumers $1,251 for a typical 
household. Of that, farmers got 
$481 and middlemen $770. 


In May the selected list cost 


$1,243, 
of 
which farmers 


received $473 and middlemen, 
allowing for rounded figures, 
$770. 


A year earlier, the June list 


cost $1,228 and included $430 for 
farmers and $748 for middlemen 
who transport, process and sell 
the items at retail. 


Thus farmers in June, while 


contributing most to the one- 
month retail price 
increase, 


gained only $1 in their share of 
the market basket while mid- 
dlemen boosted theirs $22 from a 
year earlier. 


Today's report showed retail 


prices for market-basket foods 
rose 1.9 per cent from a year 
earlier. During the same time, 
farmers averaged only 0.3 per 
cent more while middlemen 
prices were boosted 3 per cent — 
10 times the farm rate.

Nixon Is Piling Up 
Big Federal Deficit 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Nixon administration is on the 
way to piling up the worst back- 
to-back deficits in federal 
government operations since 
1945-16. 


But administration officials 


shrug off the two deficits, ex- 
pected to total more than $40 
billion in fiscal 1971 and 1972, 
saying 
they 
are 
fiscally 


responsible. 


The reason, they say, is that 


the budget spending is pegged to 
the amount of tax revenues the 
government would expect to 
receive 
in times 
of high 


prosperity. 


In fiscal 1945, the federal 


deficit, ballooned by wartime 
spending, was $45 billion. As 
peace returned, the deficit 
drop to zero this year for the 
first time since 1893. 


The Treasury Department 


reported Wednesday the deficit 
for fiscal 1971, which ended June 
30, climbed to $23.2 billion, 
second highest one-year deficit 
of the post-World War II era. 


Officially, the White House 


says, the deficit for fiscal 1972 


Two Opposing 
Senators Join To 
Protect Coastline 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — Two 


senators from opposing parties 
joined forces to push tough 
legislation designed to protect 
California's scenic 1,100-mile 
coastline from the ravages of 
overdevelopment. 


But the bill isn't as tough as 


originally 
offered 
by 


Democratic Sen. Alfred E. 
Alquist of San Jose, who an- 
nounced Wednesday a merger of 
his and a milder coastline bill by 
Republican Sen. Donald L. 
Grunsky of Watsonville. 


Alquist told a hearing the 


compromise "pleased no one" 
but contained the essentials of 
both. 


Alquist's amended bill will be 


up for a committee vote Aug. 23 


will be $11.6 billion. But already 
administration officials have 
acknowledged publicly it will be 
closer to $18.6 billion. 


The largest back-to-back 


deficits in the past 25 years were 
those in fiscal 1967 and 1968 
when President Lyndon B. 
Johnson was in office. 


But the Nixon deficits are 


more responsible than those, 
say administration officials, 
including Treasury 
Secretary 


John B. Connally, a Democrat 
and close political associate of 
Johnson. 


The fiscal 1971 budget actually 


showed a $2.5-billion surplus on 
a 
full-employment 
basis, 


Connally and George P. Shultz, 
director 
of the 
Office 
of 


Management and Budget, said. 
It was the third year in a row a 
full-employment balance or 
surplus has been achieved. 


"This record is in sharp 


contrast to that of fiscal years 
1966 through 1968, when full- 
employment deficits totaled 
more than $40 billion," they 
said. 


Full employment is defined as 


a 4-per-cent jobless rate. The 
unemployment rate during the 
fiscal year averaged 5.7 per cent 
— and got bigger as the year 
went along. 


As the federal budget floun- 


dered deeper in the red, so did 
the nation's trade position. 


In June, the Commerce 


Department said, the nation 
recorded its third straight 
monthly deficit in trade, with 
imports exceeding exports by 
$363 million, raising the figure 
for the first six months of the 
year to $373 billion. This was the 
first time this had happened in 
the 25 years the government has 
been keeping trade figures on a

Coast River's including the mighty Klamath has passed the Senate 
Finance Committee. Heartfilled thanks to those who sent letters to 
Sen. Fred Marler who is a member of that committee. 


We are not sure that Sen. Randolph Collier would go for it, but it 


seems he did. The bill is sure to pass and will provide added 
protection from dams on those vital steelhead and salmon streams. 


The Shad are about gone now for this season. Our hats off to a 


good run this year and many rich memories of the many fish we 
had on. A truly great game fish. 


Lots of good salmon still being taken on the coast, Ft. Bragg to 


Cresent City. Good runs of salmon going up the Klamath mouth. 
Small steelhead following and you know what that means in about 
three weeks. 


A few days ago while on a special section of the Trinity River, I 


observed a hold of fresh salmon from a high bank. Under them I 
could see occasional steelhead from three to eight pounds among 
them. I worked my way into a position to attack the situation 
without very much delay even though the sun was beating down on 
that hot afternoon. 


From level ground I could just make out the bank of fish so with 


a special shooting head I had made for a 75 Fenwick, I managed to 
lay a good length of line out so it would make a good teasing pass by 
the fish. 


I was using a No. 6 Joe O'Donnel and on the third drift the line 


started to belly with the current. Suddenly there was a soft tug and 
without a doubt I had the whole world on the end of my line. 


It was a fresh salmon and he jumped up and down and all over 


that river. It took me about forty minutes to tail that fish and only 
after I had hidden in tules and willows to bring him near. 


I had to release the fish because in that stretch of water only 


steelhead and trout may be taken and the salmon are protected but 
the sport was utterly fantastic. I managed to hook another salmon 
of similar 12-to 15- pound class but halfway through the battle he 
pulled loose so that ended that and I proceeded to angle the rest of 
the evening for trout. 


I might mention that I took about five nice trout on the same 


fly, Joe O'Donnel on size six hook. There's something about that fly 
that appeals to those fish. Here's the pattern in case you would like 
to put some in the box should you ever desire to use them in the 
Trinity or Klamath: 


JOE O'DONNEL 


Hook: 4, 6, 8, 10. 
Tail — Yellow and Red hackle fibers 
Body — Cream spun fur, dubbin, or yarn 
Wings — Two Badger hackle tips tied at 45 degrees back 
Hackle — One red and one yellow two or three turns. 
Last weekend Marvin Kennedy and I decided to venture to 


Redding where we launched my Rogue River Dory and proceeded 
to drift to Balls Ferry. We figured it would take us about three or 
four hours. In reality it took us about seven. 


We were famished at the end of the journey but it was a great 


trip The Sacramento River in that area is delightful, with not too 
much boating activity and lots of riffles. The water of course is very 
high and the full enjoyment of the river was minimized some. 


We brought back two nice-sized trout and two smallmouth 


bass. I recommend a drift trip to anyone who has the time and 
really wishes to get away and think or relax without straying too 
far from town. Truly peaceful. Take plenty of liquid refreshment 
and suntan oil, however. 


We see that Dog Island is now dedicated and officially noted as 


a recreation area of Red Bluff. Wonder how the fishin' will be? It 
would be nice to see it developed into a good fishing area by means 
of management but is doubtful, if waters are lowered in winter 
time.

sell you anything. Your mind is 
not only closed—it is nailed shut. 


Charlatans can be found in 


every field and psychiatry is no 
exception. In addition to the 
quacks, there are also in- 
competent psychiatrists, 
and 


downright nutty ones who went 
into the specialty in search of 
solutions to their own problems. 


While emotional illness may 


seem to run in families, it is not 
inherited in the same way that a 
syphillitic mother passes on the 
disease to her offspring. Our 
central nervous systems ARE 
inherited, however, and this is a 
factor 
which 
cannot 
be 


discounted. 


I have stated repeatedly that a 


sick 
person 
who 
seeks 


psychiatric help has only a 50-50 
chance of getting well. Of those 
who DO get well, some credit 
their doctors with rescuing them 
from a psison of hate and bit- 
terness, unable to work, unable 
to 
love 
and 
unable 
to 


accept themselves. 


True, talking cannot alter 


defective genes, but it CAN 
dissipate hostility and anger 
which is like poison to the body 
and mind. Talking can also 
bring tremendous relief to 


people whose real feelings have 
been hidden even from them- 
selves. Moreover, talking can 
uncover an enormous amount of 
unearned guilt, which is a major 
cause for nervous breakdowns. 


You say you've never heard of 


a mentally ill person who was 
set right by psychiatry? Well, I 
have. Furthermore, I receive 
letters of appreciation almost 
every day from people who say 
therapy saved their lives and 
they thank me for urging them 
to get professional help. 


Dear Ann Landers: I've been 


looking at this piece of paper for 
half an hour trying to put this 
delicately. But there's no way— 
so here it goes. 


Last weekend we had guests. 


(Close relatives). One of the 
guests came out of the bathroom 
with a very sheepish expression 
on his face.

(AP) — When the Apollo 15 
moonwalkers look into 1,200-foot 
deep Hadley Rille on the moon 
Saturday, they'll be like two 
penniless children 
peering 


through a candy store window. 


They can look but not touch. 
The rille, or canyon, is too 


steep for David R. Scott and 
James B. Irwin to descend 
safely on foot. They can only 
describe what they see and take 
pictures. 


That's frustrating to scientists 


who would like to know what's at 
the bottom of the intriguing 
gorge. 
They 
would 
like 


progressive samples from the 
slope. 


It's like earth 
geologists 


having to be content with 
standing on the rim of the Grand 
Canyon of Arizona looking down, 
unable to climb about the 
canyon and sample its rocks. 
Hadley Rille could be as old as 


the solar system. 


"The 
scientific need 
to 


examine rocks from the bottom 
of the rille is so great that many 
people have tried to solve the 
problem of how to get them," 
Simmons said. "One prominent 
scientist suggested that the 
astronauts use a crossbow with 
a string attached to an arrow for 
retrieval."

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Time To Clear Up The Confusion 


A series of bills before the California State Legislature 


designed to grant full adult status to 18-21-year-olds should be 
approved, except, perhaps, as they may overlap. It would seem 
that Senate Bill 576, introduced by Sen. Arlen F. Gregorio, 
Democrat from San Mateo, would cover the entire situation. It 
would grant the 18-21-year-olds full adult status. Assembly Bill 
2887, introduced by Assemblyman Paul Priolo of Pacific Palisades 
would appear to accomplish the same purpose, proposing to lower 
the age of majority to 18. 


Constitutional amendment ACA63 and Assembly Bill 2469, 


introduced by Assemblyman Robert C. Cline of Canoga Park, 
would permit the 18-to -21-year olds to drink alcoholic beverages; 
and Senate Bill 1387, introduced by Sen. Ralph C. Dills, Gardena, 
would authorize males under 21 to marry without parental consent. 


Now that it has been decided that the voting age will be 18 and 


over, there seems no good reason why any of the other duties and 
privileges of adult citizenship should be withheld. Nothing else can 
be more important to the state and nation than the vote, and the 
same considerations that led to lowering the voting age limit apply 
to the other matters under consideration. 


One right that presumably would be included in the proposed 


law changes granting full adult status is the right to register and 
vote in the actual place of residence. Attorney Evelle J. Younger 
has ruled that there is no specific state statute or case directly 
applicable to that question. He pointed out that the general 
residence rules are that a married minor is governed by the same 
rules as an adult, but specifically provide that the residence of an 
unmarried minor is that of his parents, and that the minor can't 
change it. 


The attorney general pointed out in addition, however, that his 


opinion was merely advisory and not binding upon the counties. 
Further, he stated that he had strongly endorsed legislation con- 
ferring all legal rights and responsibilities on 18-year-olds. In 
Tehama County, County Clerk Floyd Hicks is permitting the young 
registrants to decide for themselves where their residence will be 
— at their parents' home, or, for instance, where they are attending 
college. 


That is a fair and logical decision. It will be well, however, if 


before next election time the legislature removes all confusion on 
the subject by making everyone 18 and older an adult and doing 
away with specific restrictions. The attorney general is right in 
declaring that they should have the right to contract and be held 
responsible for contracts, to marry and to be liable for their sup- 
port obligations, the right and obligation to serve as jurors, to hold 
office and be responsible for performance in it, to consume alcohol 
and be held criminally liable for its abuse.

For this rea- 
son, if for no other, all chil- 
dren should be taught to swim 
at an early age, to give them 
confidence and to let them 
learn the rules of safety. 


The National Swimming As- 


sociation, the Red Cross, and 
the "Y" all have 
excellent 


courses that teach techniques, 
endurance and confidence. 


The art of relaxation, and 


methods to avoid 
panic in 


water, are the basic factors of 
safety for this healthful exer- 
cise. 


At the Georgia Institute of 


Technology, there are estab- 
lished 
methods 
of 
"drown- 


proofing." 
Some 
of 
these 


methods are now used in high 
schools and colleges all over 
America. 


Horseplay in the water must 


not be allowed. U is important 
that everyone learn his own 
limitations, and stick to them. 
Don't feel that it is "chicken" 
to resist competing with swim- 
mers w h o s e endurance is 
known to be great. 


Swimming to the point of 


rxh«n«»tion, or in areas that 


are distinctly forbidden, is im- 
mature and deliberately in- 
vites trouble. The same goes 
for the "I don't need a life 
guard" attitude. 


The "buddy" system, famil- 


iar to campers, should be ex- 
tended to all swimmers, so 
that a swimmer in trouble is 
quickly helped by his buddy. 


Life belts, life jackets and 


floating mattresses are safety 
devices. Wearing- them or ly- 
ing on them may give a false 
sense of security. Children us- 
ing t h e m m u s t 
still be 


watched carefuly. 


Safety 
organizations 
con- 


stantly warn that these de- 
vices may suddenly lose 
air, 


and leave an inadequate or 
panicky swimmer in a danger- 
ous situation. 


Learn the special rules of 


swimming from boats, where 
propellers may be a threat. 
Most parents observe the vital 
rule that every child, regard- 
less of age, must wear a life 
preserver in boats. 


A heart-breaking catastro- 


phe occurred in New York 
City last year when an entire 
family were overloaded in a 
row boat. None was wearing 
a safety jacket. 


And now probably the most 


painful aspect of swimming 
safety must be discussed. 


Where can one find a river, 


a lake, a beach, a stream, or 
an ocean that is not a con- 
taminated cesspool ? It is sad 
that disease 
from 
pollution 


now plays a formidable role in 
the safety of swimming. 


Your local Health Depart- 


ment should be consulted be- 
fore any member of your fam- 
ily is allowed to swim in any 
waters, even those that look 
clean.

President And The Economy

While it is not clear what Mr. 


Nixon will accomplish by his 
convulsive Far Eastern policies, 
a distinction needs to be made 
between these and his domestic 
policies, towards which his 
critics, temporarily confounded, 
are turning their fire. Those who 
desire employment and can't 
find it would be grateful if the 
Nixon Administration found the 
means to help them find it. 
Those who suffer from inflation 
would be grateful to Mr. Nixon 
for a dollar whose buying power 
ceased to dissipate. So that it 
remains the question: Does Mr. 
Nixon know what to do about the 
soggy economic situation? 


Concerning his problems, a 


few observations: 


1. It becomes clear what is the 


Administration's attitude 
towards those industries in the 
United 
States 
whose im- 


poverishment means a startling 
rise in unemployment: help 
them. In other times, to help the 
industries directly would have 
been neither the New Deal 
answer nor the answer of the 
classical economists. The New 
Deal's answer was direct in- 
tervention in behalf of the 
unemployed. The classicists'

answer was: hands off the 
situation. 


Mr. Maurice Stans, Secretary 


of Commerce, in discussing the 
textile situation a year or so ago 
was altogether blunt about it. If 
Japanese imports continued at 
the 
current rate, 
100,000 


Americans per year would be 
cast into unemployment. Now, 
he said, since it is government 
policy to provide welfare for 
those who need it, 
it is 


manifestly more efficient 
to 


protect them in their jobs, and 
allow foreign competition to 
displace them only gradually, 
rather than to permit them to be 
unemployed suddenly, greatly 
aggravating the problem of 
finding new jobs. Thus, in 
coming out for a flexible tariff 
policy, he spoke the mind of the 
Nixon Administration clearly: 
use existing organisms of em- 
ployment, in order to soften the 
blow. 
The 
operative 
im- 


perative? Social welfare. 


It is exactly the same thing 


with Lockheed. 


2. The great switch of the past 


generation is from private to 
public initiative. Mr. Nixon's 
assumption that only four per 
cent is a tolerable unem- 
ployment rate means that the 
stimulus to provide employment 


for the difference between four 
per cent and the currently 
unemployed six per cent has got 
to come from somewhere. 
Under the new dispensations, 
the initiative is the govern- 
ment's. In yesteryear, it would 
have been the private sector's. 
But the old mobility is gone. For 
one 
thing, 
the 
average 


American has been willing to 
trade off more and more of his 
salary in return for welfare 
measures, public and private. 


The cost to American em- 


ployers of fringe benefits is a 
staggering 30 per cent of the 
payroll. The cost to the various 
governments, local, state, and 
federal, of all services rendered 
is in the vicinity of 35 per cent. 
One gradually deduces from the 
relative 
apportionment of 


responsibility that necessarily 
the initiative devolves upon the 
government. There isn't enough 
slack in the private sector. 


Assume, for one minute, that 


Congress were instantly to a) 
reduce corporate taxes by 25 per 
cent; b) abolish unemployment 
benefits altogether. In such a 
situation, the old, the disabled, 
dependent children, would still 
receive care. But the private 
sector would rush to expand, 
even as the unemployed rushed 


to seek work, never mind the 
union scale. How far away such 
free market solutions appear. 
The psychology of welfarism 
dominates. 


3. The critics of Mr. Nixon are 


determined to hold out wage and 
price controls (an "income 
policy," as they nowadays call 
it), as the deus ex machina. The 
classicists insist it wouldn't 
work, that indeed it would cause 
great harm, I wonder, mightn't 
it bs worth trying? The free 
market analysis is not wrong, 
but is there a better opportunity 
to discredit the price control 
theory than the current one? 
Inasmuch as unemployment 
stays the same, the national 
deficit approaches spectacular 
reaches, inflation goes robustly 
forward: why not experiment? 
It would be no more shocking, at 
the domestic level, than the 
recognition of Red China at the 
foreign level. If we are so far 
into welfarism that we cannot 
seek out classical solutions, why 
not admit it? And force a con- 
frontation with the results of the 
truly managed, totally managed 
economy? Even if, after we 
were through, we were to 
discover that about the only 
freedom we have left, is to steal 
secret papers? 


Economists Insist There's Money— But. . .

For many weeks now the 


nearly official line among 
business economists has been 
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money to spend but is lacking 
the willingness to part with his 
cash. 


He fears inflation. He worries 


about his job. He is concerned 
with rising taxes. He is, 
therefore, in no mood to begin 
new endeavors. Instead, he 
hoards his money in fear of that 
proverbial rainy day. 


As a result, retail outlets 


complain that sales are going 
down. Seldom have they put 
forth more effort to spark en- 
thusiasm. And all the time they 
must fight the tendency of 
shoppers to buy down to lower 
price goods. 


That's pretty much the con- 


sensus. It was recently and 
typically expressed this way by 


the Morgan Guaranty Survey, a 
monthly publication: 


"Consumer income — but- 


tressed both last year and this 
by a series of government ac- 
tions, including increased Social 
Security benefits, federal pay 
hikes, and the end of the income 
surcharge — has been sufficient 
to fuel a more vigorous ex- 
pansion in retail activity than 
has actually occurred. What's 
been lacking is not the means 
but the will to spenr.. 


There is no shortage of 


statistical evidence to "prove" 
that the means are there. 
Personal income rose $6 billion 
in May. The rate of personal 
savings is at a 20-year high of 8.4 
per cent of take-home pay. 


That's what the statistics 


show. The mail 
suggests 


something else — a credibility 
gap involving the statistics, a 
growing belief among ordinary 
people that "they must be 
talking about somebody else." 


Surveys show that regardless 


of those statistics, a lot of 
Americans can't discover the 
increase in personal income, nor 
can they find those big savings 
the statistics indicated they 
have. 


"Did it ever occur to you that 


we consumers are not buying 
because we don't have any 
money left after taxes to buy 
with?" Thus begins a typical 
complaint from a writer who 
considers herself an "ordinary" 
American. 


"I need a new refrigerator. 


Mine is 17 years old and almost 
shot. My breakfast set is falling 
apart after 17 years and we can't 
replace it. 


"My husband is a teacher and 


makes about $15,000 a year after 
many years on the job. We don't 
have stocks or extra property. 
We have only a home, and we 
are still paying for it. 


"There is nothing left after we 


have fed our three growing sons. 


We don't have any loopholes 
where we can escape federal 
income taxes, state income 
taxes, state tax on purchases, 
real estate taxes — you name 
the tax, there are more of them. 


"My husband and I are in our 


mid-40s. We suffered through 
the big depression and my 
husband was injured in the war. 
We have never really enjoyed 
any of the luxuries so many 
people have had all these 
prosperous years. 


"But we are in the majority, 


and we are really the common 
consumer you people talk about. 
I say again, investigate. We are 
not buying because we do not 
have any money to buy with. 


"We buy reduced price goods 


not because of worry about 
inflation but because we can't 
buy first quality any more. We 
are reducing our standard of 
living because we can't do 
anything else."

Faulty Design Suspected In Sailors' Deaths

WASHINGTON — The Navy 


has made a secret preliminary 
finding that its own designers 
are probably to blame for the 
death of five sailors and the 
injury of six in an engine room 
explosion on the U. S. S. Tren- 
ton, an amphibious transport 
dock. 


The disaster in June is just one 


more horror story for debt- 
plagued 
Lockheed, 
whose 


subsidiary in Seattle built the 
Trenton. Lockheed is partially 
suspect in the blast. 


A Navy Court of Inquiry is 


now sifting the evidence behind 
closed doors at Norfolk, Va., 
under Rear Adrn. Michael U. 
Moore. 


Navy 
experts have 
deter- 


mined tentatively that a design 
failure in a valve allowed 600 
pounds per square inch of steam 
to explode onto the sailors. The 
huge pressure was on the stem 
instead of on the stronger bonnet 
where it should have been. 


The question 
of whether 


Lockheed must share the blame 
is now under debate in the Navy. 
Some Navy experts believe 
Lockheed 
Shipbuilding 
is 


blameless. They say the original 
Lockheed valve was replaced 
before the ship put to 
sea. 


However, the Navy is having the 
fatal 
fitting tested to see 


whether any metallurgical 
defect can be chalked up to 
Lockheed or a subcontractor. 


The Trenton is one of seven 


such ships built by Lockheed. 
Newly-commissioned, it suf- 
fered 
the steam explosion 


during exercises off the U. S. 
base at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. 
Now, fittings are being checked 
out on all the other Trenton-type 
ships. 


There is a terrible irony in the 


death of these sailors in the 
white inferno of steam. The 
Navy has fired a pipe inspector, 
Oscar Hoffman, who showed 
just the kind of diligence that 
might have turned up such 
faults. 


Hoffman, who worked on 


destroyers at nearby Todd 
shipyards in Seattle, has sued 
his Navy bosses —including two 
who also had supervisory roles 
over Lockheed's 
Trenton-type 


boats. Hoffman 
charges one 


boss was entertained by Todd 
officials at an Elks Club even 


while Hoffman belabored Todd 
for its workmanship. Todd, also 
named in Hoffman's suit, has 
denied any wrongdoing. 


FORD ROLLOVER 


In June, a top Ford executive 


warned the public about safety 
problems in General Motors' 
Corvair. Henry Ford II, instead 
of praising his aide, hastily 
telephoned 
GM 
Chairman 


James Roche to disassociate 
Ford Motor from the warning. 


Now, the Ford official, Harley 


Copp, may go to the chopping 
block. There are reports within 
Ford that the company for 
which he has worked 25 years is 
going to lop off 700 of 1,000 men 
in his division. 


Copp's peculiar lesson in the 


dangers of corporate honesty 
began in May. At the time, GM 
said 
its 
now-discontinued 


Corvair doesn't roll over any 
more than "competitive cars of 
the same era," 
including the 


Ford Falcon. 


Copp had engineered the 


Falcon, was proud of it, and took 
the GM statement as a blatant 
insult to his car and his com- 
pany. He wrote Senate Com- 


merce 
Chairman 
Warren 


Magnuson, D-Wash., telling him 
of the 1959 Ford tests of Corvairs 
which showed they rolled over 
far too easily. 


When Henry Ford II heard of 


Copp's letter to Magnuson, he 
summoned into his plush offices 
Ford vice president William 
Innes, legal advisor Hank Nolle 
and others. The talk was not 
about how to keep up the fire on 
GM, but how to cool it. 


With his aides beside him, 


Ford rang up GM Chairman 
Roche. Instead of roasting GM 
for its insult to the Falcon, Ford 
assured Roche that he did not 
approve Copp's letter and that 
Copp was acting on his own. 


OFFERS TO QUIT 


The distressed Copp, aware by 


now he was in the doghouse for 
his belief in free enterprise and 
competition, offered to quit his 
job as director of engineering 
and technical services. 


Innes, an old friend, talked 


him out of it, but gave him no 
public support. While morale 
dropped among Ford engineers 
who worked on the Falcon, Copp 
sat tight.
